Indiana Hospitals Go 
Deeper Into The Red 


It is a sobering situation that 
most of Indiana’s hospitals are g o­ 
ing deeper into the red despite the 
fact that able civic leaders and suc­ 
cessful industrialists serve on the 
boards of directors of these institu­ 
tions. 
Some facts pertaining to mental 
hospitals operated by the state, 
broug ht out on a recent tour' of 
these institutions by newsmen and 
the g overnor show the g eneral up- 
scoring of hospital costs. Reasons 
why hospitals, not only in Indiana, 
but over the nation, are g oing into 
the red despite boards of directors 
that any industry ' would prize, 
come from other sources. 
The American Hospital Associa­ 
tion report on hospitals bring s out 
some of the reasons why hospital 
bills are rising steadily and pay ­ 
ments by patients do not meet the 
costs of operation of these hospi­ 
tals. 


Labor, Construction 
Costs Contmve To Rise 


The Association reports that it 
cost g eneral hospitals $21 per day 
last y ear to care for the averag e 
patient. At the same time the bill 
of the averag e patient in a hospital 
bed was $19.49 per day . Hospitals 
lose money on every ' patient. 
The difference between what it 
costs to maintain a hospital and 
what is received from patient bill­ 
ing is met usually by charitable 
contributions or by g overnmental 
g rants.

Secretary Of State Returns 
Fro m Co nference In Jubi­ 
lant Mo o d; Po wers Agree 
On Rearmament. 


3 -POWER OCCUPATION 
END IS SCHEDULED 


WASHINGTON Uti — Secretary 
of State Dulles, returning from 
London in an evidently jubilant 
mood, said today the ag reements 
reached there g ive the Atlantic 
community a “hard core of Euro­ 
pean unity .” 
Dulles said in a statement on 
his arrival at the airport, “The 
United States will, I hope, co-op­ 
erate with the result, because to 
do so will be very much in our 
national interest.” 
Dulles said the ag reement under 
which Western Germany will re­ 
arm as a member of the North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Org anization 
means that the federal republic’s 
sovereig nty will be restored, “and 
beg inning today the Allied hig h 
commissioners will foreg o the ex ­ 
ercise of most of their occupation 
rig hts.” 
Dulles stepped out of his plane 
smiling broadly . Undersecretary of 
State Walter Bedell Smith cong rat­ 
ulated him. 
Second to g reet the secretary 
was Herbert Hoover, Jr., who suc­ 
ceeds Smith today as undersecre­ 
tary . 
Dulles said in his statement, 
“The London conference produced 
solid results. It worked out a sy s­ 
tem, in place of the European De­ 
fense Community , which can pre­ 
serve and streng then the Atlantic 
community by g iving it a hard 
core of European unity .” In this 
way , he said, the new plan for 
West Germany to join its neig hbors 
in a European pact and the broad­ 
er community of North Atlantic 
Treaty powers, “salvag es many of 
the features of the EDC plan.” 
This plan, rejected by the French 
Parliament, would have set up 
German troops as part of a tig htly 
unified European army . 
The blueprint pounded out by 
the nine powers in their six -day 
meeting calls for an end to the

tion of West Germany “as q uick­ 
ly as possible.”

WASHINGTON GB — Censu s tak­ 
ers start knocking on doors of 
farm homes in nine states today to 
get facts for the government’s 
1954 censu s of agricu ltu re. 
By mid-Novemb er, the enu mera­ 
tors will have contacted all farms 
in the cou ntry to gather informa­ 
tion important to farmers, govern­ 
mental agencies and b u siness and 
indu stry. 
Information to b e gathered b y 
31,000 enu merators inclu des figu res 
on farm produ ction, livestock nu m­ 
b ers, farm resou rces, and on land 
u sed for produ ctive pu rposes. 
When tab u lated, this information 
will show shifts in the agricu ltu ral 
produ ction pattern from the cen­ 
su s of 1949 — information the gov­ 
ernment needs in carrying ou t 
variou s programs, from school ex ­ 
pansion programs to tax programs 
to crop control operations. 
The Agricu ltu re Department de­ 
pends heavily on the censu s for 
revising its periodic estimates of 
the produ ction of variou s crops 
and livestock. 
The resu lts of the censu s will 
b e tab u lated and pu b lished in the 
form of news releases and reports, 
the first to appear early nex t year. 
The first series of reports will b e 
for individu al cou nties, with state 
reports to follow. Finally, a su m­ 
mary for the cou ntry as a whole 
will b e made.

LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Ev ery one 
knows that America is a land of 


plenty , but sometimes this v ery 
fact 
presents 
problems. 
While 
other nations are suffering from 
disea ses caused by a lack of food, 
Americans are suffering from dis­ 
ea ses caused by ov ereating rich 
high-calorie foods. 
At 
a recent 
meeting of the American Medical 
Association, more than 50 research 
talks were giv en on the health haz* 
ards of ov erweight. 
The main cause of ov erweight is 
ov ereating. Of course, many people 
try to sa y , “ It’s my glands,” or 
“ It’s inherited, I just don’t eat a 
thing.” Howev er, these statements 
are usually only ex cuses. A closer 
check of most of the alibiers will 
prov e that they just plain ea t too 
much. 
Here are a few tests y ou can use 
to see if y ou’re ov erweight: 


1. The mirror test. Take a look 
at y ourself in the mirror and tell 
y ourself the truth. Do y ou look a 
bit puffy ? 
Are there any rolls of 
fat? 


2. The ruler test. Lie relax ed on 
y our back and place a y ardstick 
lengthwise from the breast bone to 


the pelv is bone. If the ruler doesn’t 
touch both y our ribs and pelv is at 
the same time, it means y ou’re too 


fat. 
3. The pinch test. 
Take a deep 
pinch of skin on the side of y our 


body just ov er y our lower ribs. If 
the distance between y our thumb 
and index finger is more than one 
inch, y ou’re probably too fat.
